The storm of bitter words which had 
been ralsed by Mr. Bryan yesterday when 
he called Mr. Guffey all sorts of hard names 
before the latter’s foes from Pennsylvania 
had given way to a great calm. Mr Bryan 
read all about what Mr. Guffey had been 
doing and saying in Denver, and merely 
‘shook his head negatively. Insistence elic- 
led this one sentence, “ Not a word.” 


In anticipation of a detailed statement from 


Mr. Guffey, Mr. Bryan was asked if he would 
like to see it as soon as it arrives in Lin- 
coln. 

Don't wake me up,” said Mr. Bryan, re- 
ferring to the possibility that it might come 
at night. 

He intimated he had deliveréd himself oa 
the subject of Mr. Guffey yesterday and 
that he does not want to say anything more, 
but judging from Mr. Bryan’s recently adopt- 
ed course of action it seems not unlikely 
he will make some sort of a reply to Mr. 
Guffey before an audience. He several times 
lately hag adopted the policy of declining to 
make statements about even simple matters 
for the press, and a few hours later has de- 
livered himself of some thousands of words 
in the open air, where there were many }is- 
tening.

Omaha, Neb., July 5.—The Chicago dele- 
gates to the Denver convention passed 
through Omaha this afternoon. The follow- 
ing injunction plank, drawn by former Mayor 
Dunne of that city, wae given out. It was 
said that Mr. Bryan has requested Judge 
Dunne's membership on the resolutions com- 
mittee, so it is believed this plank represents 
Mr. Bryan’s views: 

The right of a court of chancery to inter- 
vene and protect the status quo between liti- 
gants is unquestioned, but no such writ 
should issue ex parte and without notice ex- 
cept where it is clearly made to appear that 
irreparable injury will result unless the writ 
issue immediately and without notice, and in 
such case the motion to dissolve suth injune- 
tion shall take precedence of all other legal 
business in the court issuing such injunction 
and shall be heard and determined before 
any other business is considered in such 
court, 1 

Ample Bond Is Demanded. 

In all cases were injunctions are issued. 
with or without notice, an ample bond shall 
be exacted of complainant, sufficient to cover 
all damages resulting to defendant from the 
issuance of such a writ, including reasonable 
attorneys’ fees incurred in moving to dis- 
solve gaid writ. 


Jury Trial for Contempt. 
“In all proceedings for contempt for vio- 
lation of an injunction, enjoining the com- 
mission of any act; which at the common 
law or by statute is made a crime, or which 
is not committed in the presence of the 
court, the defendant shall be entitled to a 
jury trial upon the issue of fact-as to 
whether. or not he has committed such 
crime, and thus violated such injunction.

On the subject of trusts the plank will de- 
mand the vigorous enforcement of the anti- 
trust law and the enactment ofisuch addi- 
tional planks as will make it impossible for 
organizations of this character to exist. 


Monett to Prepare Rail Plank. 


Bryan will insist that a law be enacted 
preventing the duplication of directors 
among competing corporations, a scheme of 
federal license, and prohibition of control of 
more than half of the total of any product 
consumed in the United States. 

Respecting the physical valuation of rall- 
ways Gov. Haskell has intrusted to Mr. 
Monett the preparation of a plank on this 
subject along the lines Bryan proposes. The 
Nebraska platform demanded the present 
value of railways should be ascertained by 
measuring the cost of reproduction. It it not 
believed this sufficiently protects the in- 
vestors, especially those who hold but a few 
shares of stock. ‘Therefore the plank as 
finally completed is expected to contain a 
| provision requiring the value shall be meas- 
ured among other things by the extent of the 
investment. : 

There will be a provision for supervision 
by the interstate commerce commission of 
future issues of stocks and bonds in order 
to prevent the issue of watered stock. 


Rap at Ship Subsidies. 

Gov. Haskell has received numerous sug- 
gestions as to planks which their authors 
think should be incorporated in the platform. 
One of these came today from E. R. Cox of 
Chicago, who stopped at Lincoln and sub- 
mitted his proposition to Bryan. Cox says 
Bryan indorsed the plank he had prepared 
and directed him to present it to the resolu- 
tions committee, The plank follows: 

We believe the amount demanded for ship 
subsidy, judiciously expen@€d in paying a minor 
part of the cost of permanently improving post 
roads, proportionately to the population and 
road mileage in states, where initiated by local 
authorities and principally paid by the state 
and townships, will be far more beneficial to the 
farmer, the consumer of farm products, the 
internal commerce, and the country at large, 
than if paid towards fostering especially priv.

Big Four Noses Together. 


“Fingy’’ Connors arrived early in the 
evening and immediately after dinner went 
into conference with Murphy, Sheehan, and 
Cohalon. 

New York will be a unit on the presi- 
dency,” said Connors after the party dis- 
persed.

It was recommended that the 
proposed massmeetings for the selection of 
delegates to the state convention be called 
for April 21 in every primary district in the 
county. The recommendation was read at a 
meeting of the county central committee and 
placed on file. 

“The present leaders meant to take no 
chances, so they hurriedly arranged for one 
small hall in generally the most obscure and 
inaccessible part of each ward, arbitrarily 
named a chairman to conduct such meeting, 
and kept the proposed place of meeting se- 
cret until twenty-four hours before the meet- 
ings were to be held, and then, on April 8, 4 
few days after the receipt of the request of 
the Federation of Bryan Clubs, they issued 
a call for the meetings to be held in the halls 
they had selected on April 9, twenty days 
before the convention, and published a call 
in one of the least widely circulated of the 
Chicago evening papers. 4 

“With their chairman in control, their 
secretary to make a record, and their ‘ handy 
boys’ at the door and in the hall, a prear- 
ranged list of names of delegates and alter- 
nates was read and declared elected and duly 
certified as such. A written protest against 
such undemocratic procedure was presented 
at every meeting so called, but the protest 
was ignored.

* Prior to the convening of the state con- 
vention a protest was filed with the state 
committee against seating the Cook county 
delegates, followed by a request that the 
convention be postponed so that the law 
could be followed and a primary election held.

a primary, defied the law, seated the dele- 
gates from Cook coupty, proceeded with their 
so called convention, and among other things 
elected delegates to the national ‘convention, 
twenty-three of whom are from Chicago. 

„The congressional districts comprising 
Cook county have sent to the national con- 
vention a delegation to contest the seats 
of the delegates selected by the alleged 
state convention. These contesting delegates, 
if seated by the national convention, will 
control the Illinois delegation jointly -with 
certain other delegates from outside Cook 
county who are sincere democrate and loyal 
Bryan supporters. An organization will be 
formed which will be a fighter, a doer of 
deeds. Once you refuse to reoognize the

CHANGING THE CLOCKS. 

England may yet gain the benefits of 
the “daylight bill.” The proposition is 
that, on a given day, all clocks in the 
united kingdom shall be set forward eighty 
minutes. This arbitrary change will give 
to business men and wageearners the ad- 
vantage of an hour and twenty minutes 
more of daylight. | 

When the measure was presented ih | 
the commons it was greeted with roars of 
laughter, a species of applause which at- 
tended-its further legislative career.

Devonshire. There are at the present mo- 
ment two Sir John Sheiléys, both of them 
baronets, each of them making use of the 
same heraldic devices, one having his home, 
however, at Avington park, and the other in 
Devonshire. It ie to the Avington park Shel- 
leys that the famous poet, Percy Bysshe 
Shelley, a granduncle of Sir John, belonged, 
and Percy, like Sir John, was indebted for 
the American blood in his veins, as well as 
for much of the wealth of thie branch of 
the Shelley family, to the marriage of one 
of ite members, of the name of Timothy, to 
an enormously wealthy New York widow of 
the name of Mrs. Joanna Plum. 

The son of the poet was Gir Percy Florence 
Shelley, who died without issue, in 1889, and 
it was then that the sons of the poet's 
brother John came into the honors and 
estates, the son of the younger of the two 
being the father of the present master of 
Avington park. He is married to Lord 
Llangattock's daughter, who is quite as ab- 
sorbed in ballooning as her brother, the Hon. 
Charles Stewart Rolls, who has taken 80 
conspicuous a part in the promotion of ae ro- 
statics and of motoring in England and 
spende a considerable portion of each year in 
the United States in connection with these 
two interests. 

—— 

Str Percy Florence Shelley was passionate- 
ly devoted to the memory of his gifted father, 
and one of his most cherished relics—still 
preserved at Avington park—is the drenched 
and discolored volume of Sophocles found in 
the pocket of the drowned poet. Sir Percy 
Florence's mother was, it may be remem- 
bered, Mary Wollstoncroft, author of that 
extraordinary book, Frankenstein.“ The, 
poet was twice married. His first wife was a’ 
Miss Harriet Westabrook, and with her he 
lived at a beautiful country place known as 
Nantgwilt, in the Welsh valley of Elam. 
Nantgwilt is frequently referred to by Shel- 
ley in his poems, and until the Birmingham 

waterworks were begun was the bourne of 
piigrimages on the part of many of the 
poet's English and American admirers. There 
was an Anglo-American movement at one 
thme to purchase the place and to convert it 
into a sort of Shelley museum. But the 
scheme came to nothing, and now Nantgwilt 
is at th ttom of one of the six immense 
reservoirs which have been constructed in 
the valleye of Elam and of Claerwen, and 
which furnish water to the great city of Bir- 
mingham. 

The fate of the place is singular and serves 
to recall the röle which water seems to have 
played in the career of the poet. For his 
first wife drowned herself in the Serpentine 
in Hyde Park in 1816. The poet himself 
was drowned six years later in the Mediter- 
ranean, and now his favorite home lies sub- 
merged beneath sixty feet of water at the 
bottom of the reservoir of the city of Bir- 
mingham. 

— 

The baronetcy of these Hampshire Shelleys 
only dates from the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, when it was conferred upon 
the son of Joanna Plum of New York. But 
the other baronetcy of the family, now held 
by the Devonshire Sheileys, goes back to the 
reign of King James I. and its owners trace 
their descent from Thomas Shelley, who was 
lord of the manor of Shelley in Kent and who 
flourished in the reign of King Edward II. 
The manor of Shelley passed out of the pos- 
session of the Shelleys through purchase as 
far back as in the sixteenth century, and for 
hundreds of years afterwards this branch 
of the Bhelieys made their home in Sussex; 
nor was it until the father of the 
baronet of the sendor line of these 
transferred their to Devon- 
shire.

est corner the Bargello, or old tower of the 
governor of the city, the scene of heroic 
deeds. It has been in use since 1261. On that 
same street, just around the corner, Dante 
was born, 1265. Turning in the other direc- 
tion toward the cathedral, I passed on the 
next corner the house where Cosimo de 
Medici was born, which occupies the site of 
the house where Beatrice lived, whom Dante 
loved. At the corner by the cathedral I met 
the brethren of the Misericordia. 

A man in a black®robe, with holes for eyes, 
strode along carrying a torch; following him 
four blackly robed figures bore high on their 
shoulders a bier covered with a black pall. 
Twenty followed. The sight of this torch- 
light funeral, the silent black followefs, took 
me back to one 6f the scenes of the great 
plague, and the cry by night to bring out 
the dead. This brotherhood of the Miseri- 
cordia dates from 1244. They care for the 
sick and bury the dead among the poor. They 
are made up from all ranks of society. The 
grand duke was - a member. 


A certain number always is ready to assem- 
ble in their hall at the stroke of the cathedral 
bell, and, putting on robe and hood, they 
go where they are needed. They never dis- 
close their identity, never take money, food, 


or drink in the houses where they go—only | 


a drink of water. 

Well, when I had passed them I was at 
the stone called Dante's, where he used to 
bring his chair and sit in contemplation of 
the cathedral on summer evenings just like 
this. I looked at the front of the cathedral 
by electric light, which was a good substi- 
tute for moonlight, and crossed the street to 
gee the Ghiberti gates of the baptistery oppo- 
site, which Michael Angelo seid were fit to 
be the gates of paradise. I spoke of the 
baptistery's south gates in my last letter as 
the work of Niccolo Pisano. The baptistery 
is dedicated to St. John, who is supposed to 
have been especially interested in Florence. 

Writes Ruskin of this immediate neighbor- 
hood: Forty years ago there was assuredly 
no spot of ground, out of Palestine, in all the 
round world on which, if you knew even but 
a little the true course of that world's his- 
tory, you saw with so much joyful rever- 
ence the dawn of morning, as at the foot of 
the tower of Giotto. For there the traditions 
of faith and hope, of both gentile and the 
Jewish races, met for their labor; the bap- 
tistery of Florence is the last building raised 
on the earth by the descendants of the work- 
men taught by Deedalus; and the tower of 
Giotto is the loveliest of those raised on earth 
under the inspiration of the men who lifted 
up the tabernacle in the wilderness, Of liv- 
ing Greek work there is none after the Flor- 
entine baptistery; of living Christian work 
none so perfect as the tower of Giotto; and 
under the gleam and shadow of their marbles 
the morning Nght was haunted by the ghosts 
of the father of natural science, Galileo; of 
sacred art, Angelico, and the master of sacred 
song.

WARM TIME IN FEDERATION. 


Springfield Conference Report Adopted 
After Exciting Debate. 


That labor is pinning no great hopes on 
the democratic national convention for an 
anti-injunction plank in the platform was 
evidenced by the sentiment expressed by 
speakers yesterday at the meeting of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. 

The democratic party was denounced as a 
“ capitalistic party, on a par with the re- 
publican party,” and it was emphasized that 
labor could expect no greater favors from 
the democrats than from the republicans. 

The subject ot politics and the injunction 
plank came up during a discussion on the 
question ‘of adopting a report of the state 
labor-political conference, held in Spring- 
field two weeks ago. Secretary John C. Hard- 
ing of the political action committee, spoke 
in favor of adopting the report, urging active 
political work by labor in Chicago during the 
next few weeks in order to make 4 strong 
showing at the August primarfes. 

Wherever candidates on either the repub- 
lican or democratic ticket have not pledged 
themselves in favor of labor’s demands, we 
must place labor men in nomination on either 
ticket, said Secretary Harding. It is up 
to us to carry into effect the program of the 
American Federation of Labor.” 


Gompers’ Program Attacked. 

Up to this point the proceedings had been 
dragging on in a listless fashion, the dele- 
gates being more interested in trying to keep 
cool in the superheated atmosphere of the 
hall rather than giving attention to the 
routine business of the federation. The in- 
jection of politics, however, had a stimulat- 
ing effect. Following Secretary Harding, 
George Nacey of the stereotypers’ union took 
the floor and told the delegates he believed 
the political program of labor was all rot.” 

In a moment every delegate was atten- 
tion and when the speaker lit into” the 
democratic party he was greeted with cheers 
and applause. 

“ Here we are ready to put up candidates 
on both the republican and democratic tiek- 
et,“ sald Nacey, but how any labor man 
ean swallow the injunction plank recently 
handed us by the republican convention in 
Chicago is beyond me. 

“TI don't believe we are going to get any 
more from the democratic convention in Den- 
ver. The democratic party is just as much 
of a capitalistic party as the republican. 
They get their. campaign contributions from 
the same source—from the dig capitalists. 
When a big capitalist was asked recently if 
he had contributed to the republican cam- 
paign fund he answered ‘Yea, and to the 
democratic also.’ Upon being asked why, he 
said, So that whichever party wins I'll have 
something to say.’ 


Sees Little to Hope For.

narrowly averted. 

On one occasion, it is related, Bell charged 
Delegate Thomas Fox of Sacramento with 
receiving $500 a month from a railroad com- 
pany, whereupon Fox strenuously denied the 
statement, called Bell a liar, and started to- 
ward the latter with the announced intention 
of doing him physical damage. 


Withdraws Charge, Quits Caucus. 

Fox was restrained by other members of 
the délegation and Bell withdrew the sState- 
ment after Fox had denounced him in forci- 
ble language. 

Bell strenuously opposed the selection of 
Nathan Cole as national committeeman and 
finally became so indignant that he withdrew 
from the caucus, refusing further to partici- 
pate in it. 

Mr. Bell left Denver tonight for Lincoln, 
where he will confer with Bryan in regard 
to the speech he will déliver when he as- 
sumes his office. He has finished his speech, 
but Mr, Bryan wants to go over it before 
delivery. 


Speech to Be Keynote. 

The speech is a most important one, because 
it will be the keynote of the convention. Mr. 
Bell prepared it with a great deal of care.

that the revolutionary party had succeeded 
in overthrowing the Paraguayan govern- 
ment, and that several of the Paraguayan 
ministers of state had, taken refuge in the

These represent a combination of the two 
most powerful parties in Paraguay—the lib- 
eral and Col it is believed that 
their appointment will assure early peace 
to the country.

“TI am exceptionally fond of muste, but 
when I went to school we could only learn 
Japanese music as it was taught by our own 
people. We did not then have the advantage 
of learning to play the piano, violin, and 
other instruments which is now possible for 
us to master. 

Our schools then, as indeed they are now, 
were conducted by native teachers, but they 
were modeled along European lines. With 
the years advancement has come to our 
school’ system as it has to those of other 
countries, and it ig now possible for our boys 
and girls to have many more advantages 


than formerly. 


A Japanese bride owes much to her hus- 
band and there are certain—whatdo you call 
them? commandments—which she must ebey, 
but all marriage services have those, I be- 
lieve, and ours are not so strict as they were 
years ago. 

“Our people are learning the advantage 
of being practical and while I believe they 
still retain their picturesqueness they are 
looking more to the steady and real progress 
of their country, and I think rarely miss 
an opportunity to accomplish it.“ 


“WAR WITH UNITED STATES? 
SILLY,” SAYS JAP OFFICIAL. 


Mikado Sends Chief Secretary of Parlia- 
ment to Consult Chicago Architects 
Regarding Erection of Palace. 


There is absolutely nothing in Japan ex- 
cept the friendijest feeling for the United 
States. War talk is silly,’’ declared Kametaro 
Hayashida, special representative of the 
mikado and chief secretary of the Japanese 
house of parliament, who is at the Audito- 
rium Annex. He reached Chicago yesterday, 
coming at the command of the mikedo to 
confer with architects of Chicago and other 
principal cities regarding the erection of 
buildings for which the Japanese house of 
parliament has appropriated $12,000,000. 

The envoy was firm in expressing peace and 
good will from the Japanese people for the 
United States, deciaring “if there should 
have been anything except good will would 
I be here now on an errand calling for the 
expenditure of millions ot dollars? He said 
that the Japanese diet had appropriated $12, - 
000,000 for the erection of a home for the par- 
liament and that the mikado wanted Amer- 
ican workmanship and American ideas for 
the building of the palace.“ 

We consider,“ he said, that America 
has the best of almost everything. America 
is our friend, our neighbor, and our brother, 
and we want closer relations with America.“ 

Asked if there Was any war talk between 
Japan and Russia, China or other countries, 
or if relations regarding Manchuria had been 
severed,”’ the envoy replied: There is noth- 
ing to that, and I do not believe there will be 
anything of the kind, 

The relations regarding Manchuria are 
firmly ,cemented.

Ot course America is growing. It has 
not reached the full maturity of its amazing 
growth, and of all tangible qualities that go 
to make up a sound national character, the 
socialistic ideal is the most difficult to es- 
tablish. 

“In Germany there is a deep rooted re- 
spect for community interests, for the value 
of state control over the individual rights 
in the interests of the entire national family. 
The German who puts a hedge around his 
house and land feels the advantage of oblig- 
ing parental rules of state out of sheer con- 
sideration for others. This ie an enlighten- 
ing intention and isin effect a tanglible result 
of socialism. As far as I can see, there is 
no such impression of socialism in the labor

FIRE RHS 400 BUILDINGS;

Arsenal with Large Stores of Powder 
and Munitions Destroyed—Q@able 
Communication Likely to Be Cut Off. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Hay ti. July 5.—A ser 
ous fire started here this afternoon near the 
palace and senate building. The flames 
spread quickly, there being a high wind, and 
soon reached alarming proportions. 

Four hundred buildings were burned, in- 
cluding the courthouse and the prison. All 
the prisoners were taken to other quarters 
before the building burned. Sparks were 
carried to the arsenal, which also was de- 
stroyed, together with stores of powder and 
munitions.

THINK RAYMOND IN CANADA. 


Man Answering His Description Is

Clew Leads to Windsor, Canada. 


Tes, we have traced a man to Detroit and 
to the ferry running to Windsor, Canada,” 
said Inspector Wheeler. We do not know 
whether he is Raymond or not, but he an- 
‘swers the description of Raymond given by 
persons who saw him with the woman who 
was murdered. I feel confident we will solve 
the.mystery and have the murderer under ar- 
rest within a short time. 

“Tt am confident,” said Assistant Chief 
Schuettler, “ that the crime was committed 
by some ‘* crook’ or bad man in the Harri- 
son street district, who in some manner 
enticed her into the Michigan avenue house 
for the purpose of killing her. I do not believe 
robbery was the only motive. The man, 
to have committed such a fiendish crime, 
must have been a nionomaniac on murder. 


Convinced of Son’s Innocence. 


Mrs. Susan Thompson, the mother pf Bad- 
ward Thompson, declared she was perfectly 
convinced her son had no knowledge of the 
oerime until he read of it in the newspapers 
and turned himself over to the Minneapolis 
police.

In the butter 
remaining in the pan brown one small onion, 
minced, and one dosen small mushrooms 
(they may be omitted), Add them to the mut- 
ton: also a bouquet of sweet herbs, one-half 
a teaspoonful of salt, one-third of a teaspoon- 
ful of paprika, and a small slice of lemon 
peel. Heat enough butter to absorb three 
tablespoonfuls of flour and stir until brown. 
When the mutton is tender add the sauce to 
the browned flour and cook until thick. Add 
the juice of one and one-half lemons and one 
pint of cooked peas; turn over the meat. 
Serve hot. 

VEAL CROQUETTES. Bon one and one- 
half pounds of veal steak. When cold put 
through a meat grinder. Put into a double 
boiler one cupful of milk and one cupful of 
veal broth and rub two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter with two tablespoons of flour. Put into 
the hot milk and stir until smooth and thick, 
then add salt and pepper, one tablespoonful 
of chipped parsley, the juice of half a lemon, 
some nutmeg and onion juice if desired.

H. Harnly, Baptist Minister. 


Taxation of church property was advocated 
strongly by the Rev. A. H. Harnly yesterday 
in a sermon in the Austin Baptist church. 

“The church of Jesus Christ,“ the pastor 
said, “ will never have rendered unto Cesar 
the things that are Cesar’s until she has 
paid her full quota of taxes on all the prop- 
erty she possesses. 

„We claim in this country to have abso- 
lutely separated church and state, and that 
the church is in no way subsidized by the 
state. We boast of our religious freedom. 
We point with pride to the first amendment 
of the constitution, and we say religious be- 
lief and the support of religious institutions 
is altogether voluntary. We tax no one for 
religious purposes. 


Church Makes Taxes Heavier. 


“That is the way we talk, and that kind 
of talk sounds good. The only fault to find 
with it is that it is not so. State and local 
governments are supported by taxes 46 
sessed upon property. The rate of tax de- 
pends upon the amount of property assessed. 
The more property in a taxing district the 
lower the rate. To exempt property, there- 
fore, is to increase the rate. 


Puts Burden on the People. 

„ Now there are millions of dollars’ worth 
ot church property that is exempt from tax. 
The burden of tax upon the remaining prop- 
erty, therefore, must be increased to make 
up the difference. And thus citizens who 
may have no interest whatever in the church, 
and who may not care to contribute toward 
its work, are compelled, indirectly, to do se. 

* Baptists have fought splendidly the cen- 
turies through for soul liberty and the ab- 
solute divorcement of church and state, and 
the church that will have the courage to do 
that will win the blessing of God and the 


confidence of men. 


HIGH DIVE KILLS YOUTH 
AFTER A WEEK’S SUFFERING.

On account of the inaccesstbility of the lit - 
tle Canadian town, which is approximately 
fifty miles southeast of Montreal, it was im- 
possible to make a definite estimate of the 
exact alr line distance traveled by the win- 
ning balloon. 


| Brief Message Tells Victory. 

Dr. Fielding’s victory was recorded last 
night in this brief message as the one of 
Roman fame. It read: 

West Shefford, Quebec. 

Came down at above place today at 5 p. m. 

FIELDING, 

This trip of the Fielding-San Antonio was 
the first the balloon had ever made. The 
big muslin, lemon colored bag never had 
been inflated to its fullest capacity before. 
It also was Dr. Fielding’s first ride in the alr. 
The owner weighs 250 pounds, which is 100 
pounds extra weight, aeronautically. 

Second place in the aerial flight was taken 
by the Illinois, a Chicago balloon, piloted. by 
J. L. Case and C. H. Perrigo of Chicago. 
It traveled about 580 miles and descended in 
the bay of Quinte, near Glen island, which ts 
near Prince Edward Island, Lake Ontario. 

Aeronautsin Narrow Escape. 

Most thrilling adventures were experi- 
enced by the aeronauts. One balloon dragged 
its two pilots through barb wire fences, 
against tree trunks, and across a swamp. 
one of its guiders, C. H. Leichliter of Chi- 
cago, was severely lacerated. The other, 
Capt. Martin Peterson, has a broken rib. 

But more eventful were the experiences of 
Capt. A. R. Mueller of the French balloon, 
Ville de Dieppe, and his 17 year old com- 
rade, George Schoenech, a Chicago boy. 
Only quick work saved them from the waters 
of Lake Michigan and shot them skyward to 
an altitude of 7,000 feet within seven minutes. 
minutes. 

Hardly was the Ville de Dieppe out of sight 
from its starting place than it shot down- 
ward in a guil-like swoop into the lake at a 
point about three miles out from the mouth 
of the Chicago river. The huge bag bounced 
upon the waves like an enormous rubber 
ball, while the two occupants climbed into 
the network and fastened life preservers 
about their bodies. 

Capt. Mueller quickly analyzed the condi- 
tion of his balloon as the result of too much 
ballast. He cast the eight bags of sand over- 
board, them the dragging anchor, then the 
numerous aeronautical paraphernalia, and 
finally the food and water, leaving only the 
wicker basket and its occupants. 

The basket was submerged to the shoulders 
of the Frenchman, who is 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
and it was with difficulty that he was able to 
get back above the ring of the balloon 
and into the netting. He then clasped the 
life preserver about him and tied it to the 
netting far above the basket. 


Ready to Swim for Life. 
The boy in the meantime had removed his 
coat and shoes and was prepared to jump 
into the water, believing that his only chance 
of life rested in his ability to swim three 
miles to shore. Capt. Mueller beckoned to 
him to retain his place, and it was with diffi- 
culty that Schoenech was induced to stay 
above in the netting. 
When the boy and himself were tied to the 
upper cords of the bag Capt. Mueller was 
prepared to cut the wicker basket loose and 
sail upward, taking his chances with fate in 
reaching the shore of Michigan. 
One side of the basket wag dipping more 
heavily in the water than the other. With 
his knife he severed the cords which con- 
nected the other side of the car with the bag 
and tied the loose ends to the opposite side 
of the basket. The idea came frwm bang 
aerial experience. It worked like a charm. 


Saved by Presence of Mind. 


Almost in a twinkling the basket turned 
half over and emptied itself of water, which 
removed the weight from the gas bag and 
allowed it to ascend, Like a skyrocket it 
shot upward. Inside of seven minutes it had 
ascended to an altitude of 7/000 feet. 

But thie was not the last of the aeronauts’ 
perilous adventures. They had been in the 
water forty-five minutes. Then they climbed 
to a stratum of atmosphere, which the two 
declared was colder than the coldest ice wa- 
ter they ever drank.

In less than 
two hours they sighted in the distance the 
lights of two cities close to each other. They 
thought they were somewhere in Indiana. 


Alight Near Benton Harbor. 

When it seemed safe to descend, after they, 
had gone a mile inland, Capt. Mueller pulled 
the cord attached to the valve of the balloon 
and they dropped gradually to within 500 feet 
of the earth. Then they hovered around, 
looking below for a favorable place to land. 

Capt. Mueller wished to avoid trees, 
swamps, and streets and yet to get as near 
as possible to a railroad or street car line. 
The wind had died down and the use of the 
anchor in making a landing was unneces- 
sary. They finally settled in a fleld fifty 
feet from a street car line and three miles 
from Benton Harbor. Mich. 

It was 9 o'clock when they reached the 
ground, and it required three hours for them 
to pack up the balloon and the basket. Then 
they took a street car for Benton Harbor. 
They returned to Chicago on an early morn- 
ing train. 


Columbia’s Pilot Tells of Peril. 


C. H. Leſchliter, pilot of the Columbia, 
which landed at 7:15 a. m. at Clinton, Ont., 
narrated his experience in a telegram sent to 
William H. Pickens, director of the aerial 
race. The telegram follows: 

More or less carved up by barbed wire 
fences, bumped and broken by trees, and gen- 
erally bunged up, Capt. Peterson and myself 
are here undergoing surgical repairs and 
figuring out the possibility of getting back 
to Chicago this week. The trip itself was one 
of the finest sensations ever. 0 

“The night was clear, with a good breeze 
blowing steadily northeast throughout the 
night, and until we struck a blazing sun just 
west of Lake Huron we had traveled at an 
average altitude of betweeif 800 and 1.000 
feet. We did not put out our drag rope until 
about 8 o'clock in the morning, the night be- 
ing illuminated by stars and moon. 


Dangerously Near the Earth. 


“When it became darker, the tug of the 
drag rope twice indicated we were danger- 
ously near the earth. During the trip we 
passed over a large number of cities and 
towns and talked with the inhabitants until, 
by an unfortunate chance, we lost our mega- 
phone. It had been attached to cords tied 
to the side of the basket. The knot became 
loosened and we think it dropped on a farm; 
otherwise some one may be wearing it as a 
new style of headgear. 

The sun came out bright and warm at 4 
o'clock. It had taken much of our sand 
ballast to keep the bag up at night, but with 
two bags left ard gas expanded by the sun 
we decided to unilertake the passage of Lake 
Huron and try to remain up until late 
in the evening. The bag stretched so much 
under the hot sun and tried for such a high 
altitude that we were compelled to let out 
considerable gas. That was our downfall. 


Into Canada 5,000 Feet High. 

“ Literally we sailed well into Canada at 
a 56,000 foot altitude. Suddenly the bag be- 
gan descending.down to 3,800 feet, The de- 
scent was slow. Then the mischief got into 
the bag and we completed out drop in ree- 
ord breaking, bone grinding, flesh tearing 
order. The basket bumped a tree, rebound- 
ed, and hurled us against another. From 
this we were jammed into a barbed wire 
fence, torn to tatters, and passed in a long 
line of bumps to wire fences.. Finally we 
came to an anchor, with Capt. Peterson's 
boot reposing on my bruised and cut recum- 
bent head. 

„We were held prisoners, jammed de- 
tween fence and basket and tangied in ropes, 
for almost half an hour, while numbers of 
farmers wrestied with the fighting bag and 
finally succeeded in beating the gas out of 
it. Capt. Peterson has a broken rib and a 
bone deep gash across a knuckle of his right 
hand. My left thumb is half severed and 
the whole hand lacerated with barbed wire, 
Likewise the right side of my face and my 
left instep are cut and bruised.

P. Shirley and Pilot Wild—the balloon which 
won the James Gordon Bennett cup from 
the European champion balloons two years 
ago—was reported safe at Pinkerton, On- 


tario. 
Coey Tells of His Voyage. 


C. A. Coey, owner of the Chicago, which 
is declared to be the biggest balloon in the 
world, landed near West Monkton, Ont., and 
telegraphed his experiences as follows: 

“ Landed in township of Logan, county of 
Perth, Canada, at 9:30 a. m., July 8, on a 
farm of James Moffatt, the estimated dis- 
tance from Chicago to the landing point being 
500 miles. After leaving Chicago the wind 
was 80 low that we concluded it was useless 
to try for the distance prize and so settled 
down to the time prize. 

“We crossed Lake Michigan in exactly 
three hours, sailing low rather than trying 
for upper air currents. Our compass evi- 
dently did not work properly and led us to be- 
lieve we were going southeast. At 2:20 
a. m. daylight began to appear and at 4:30 
a. m. we sailed over Saginaw, Mich., where 
we dropped messages, We continued east- 
ward and at 6/45 a. m. reached Lake Huron, 
traveling at an altitude of 6,000 feet, due to 


the expansion of gas. 
Drop 4,000 Feet in Three Minutes. 


“When about in the middle of the lake, 
due to the peculiar effect the atmosphere 
had on the gas, we dropped 4,000 feet in 
less than three minutes. Not knowing 
whether we were going across the lake or 
lengthwise of it, we became a little alarmed 
and strapped on our life preservers, but by 
disposing of considerable ballast we checked 
the fall. After reaching the shore and sail- 
ing out on the cold mist we hovered over 
the lake. The sun again expanded our gas 
and we rose to an altitude of 12,000 feet. 

„We tried to learn where we were, du! 
were sailing so high we could not hear. Think- 
ing that we might soon reach Lake Ontario 
and knowing that we would hardly have 
enough ballast to go lengthwise of it, we 
decided to make a landing, which was ex- 
ceptionally rough, “aud to high winds. 

“ We tore down fences with our basket and 
an anchor and dragged for nearly a mile. We 
were all slightly bruised. Our fears for the 
contestants in other balloons gave us no li‘tie 
alarm, knowing what would be their fate 
if they proceeded on our course.’ 


Yacht Saves Aeronauts. 


The Illinois was reported last night as hav- 
ing landed in the Bay of Quinte, which is an 
arm of Lake Ontario. Both Perrigo and Case 
were submerged in the water, but they were 
da ved by a yachting party, which chanced to 
be cruising In the vicinity. 

It was reported that one of the two occu- 
pants of the balloon jumped into the water 
as the car was about to strike it. He had 
a life preserver on, as did also the other 
pilot. It is believed they attempted to 
pases over Lake Ontario and were short of 
ballast, which caused their submersion. 
Both Case and Perrigo are members of 
the Aeronautique club of Chicago. Perrigo 
is a health inspector. 


Mueller Talks of His Escape. 


Capt. Mueller made fight of his narrow es- 
cape with the Ville de Dieppe. In his room 
at the Stratford hotel yesterday afternoon he 
related with characteristic Gallic gesticula- 
tions how he dipped into the lake, readjusted 
the floating balloon, and how he saved his 
comrade, George Schoenech, from possible 
death.

At least they would 
not have been scored as hits but for the ie 


tervention of baserunners. 
Fault Is Not Nick’s. 


Davis and Tannehill were responsible for 
Nick’s undoing and Isbell handed him a 
bunch ot worry. The Sox shortstopper opened the 
gluice through which Detroit rushed two runs in 
the sixth inning and took away the hard earned 
lead which Nick's own timely swat had given the 
Sox’ in the second round. Then, after the Sox tied 
the knot in the seventh, giving. Altrock another 
lease of hope, a stray shot at second by Tafmehill 
rmitted the two runs that won to trickle through 
in the ninth. 

The Sox were no worse on the defense than on 
offense, for only Altrock and Donohue could hit a 
lick when men were on bases. The others could 
hit some when it didn’t count. In fact, they gath- 
ered eight safeties off Killian in less than seven 
innings and compelled aMnager Jennings to change 
huriers in the seventh. Jones’ men were batting 
Killian for one hit an inning all the way to that 
seventh. There they accomplished the feat ot put- 
ting two together. But with the advent of Sum- 
‘mers their hitting stopped. Both Tiger pitchers 
were sufficiently wild, however, to give the Sox 
plenty of chances to win their game.

NEW YORK, July 5.—[ Special. ]~—It was a 
matter of general comment, in view of the

strength. Under neglect prices often sag as 
persistently and effectually as they,do'when 
subjected to pressure of long stock. 

In the search for explanations of the hard 
undertone of the market it is possible that 
the most logical reason has received the least 
consideration, which is the great increase in 
the number of stockholders of railroad and 
industrial corporations. New York Central's 
entire capital stock amounts to about 1.780. 
000 shares and there has been removed from 
the speculative arena about one-tenth of the 
road’s stock. If it be remembered that the 
greater part of the stock represented by other 
holders is aleo of an investment character it 
becomes plain that a little buying quickly 
diminishes the supply for market purposes. 
The same condition holds true for other cor- 
porations. 


Call on Banks Discounted. 


It was the consensus of opinion in banking 
quarters at the close of the week that the 
call of the secretary of the treasury for the 
return of $45,000,000 of the United States de- 
posits now with the banks would have little 
effect upon the money market, either at this 
time or later, when the crop moving demand 
appears. In national bank’depositaries there 
is to the credit of the treasurer of the United 
States some $150,000,000 and in the clearing 
house institutions of this city there is held 
$19,000,000 of this total.. The brunt of with- 
drawals doubtless will fall upon the local 
banks, as usual, but the ease with which they 
should sustain the call is witnessed by the 
great surplus reserve now held, this amount- 
ing on Friday last to $59,000,000. 


Demand for Funds Light. 

Demands upon New York for funds for 
crop moving purposes are expected to be 
lighter than usual owing to the plethoric 
condition of interior banks, and the outlook 
now is for normal! interest rates through 
the remainder of the year. One matter must 
not, however, be overlooked in this conhec- 
tion. The great foreign banks, as it customary 
at the time of the midyear settlements, re- 
ported last week striking increases in loans 
and losses in cash. 

Inasmuch as it has been the German bank 
which has figured most conepicuously in re- 
cent gold takings, there is a chance that the 
drain suffered by it last week, unless offset 
by the quick return of the funds gon- 
cerned, will result in a further inquiry for 
gold, In this event the cheapness of money 
here will lead to further exports. 


ARIAS QUITS AS CANDIDATE; 
PEACE FORESEEN ON ISTHMUS 


Government’s Choice for President Re- 
tigns and People Celebrate First Vic- 
“ory in History of Panama. 


PANAMA, July 5.—The announcement of 
he resignation of Sefior Arias as a candidate 

r the presidency has resulted in dissipat- 
‘toe the threatening conditions which were 
disturbing the peace of the republic on Fri- 
day. Today the war clouds have disappeared 
and resentment seems to have been forgotten, 
all things pointing to an orderly election 
throughout the country. 

It is believed the overwhelming majorities 
obtained by Senor Ofaldia's partisans at the 
recent municipal elections In most of the 
provinces is the chief reason for Senor Arias’ 
resignation. 

People Celebrate Victory. 

The people are celebrating the victory; as 
it is the first time in history that the officia! 
candidate for the presidency, backed by a 
South American or Central American gov- 
ernment, has not succeeded in winning over 
the people’s candidate. 

It is reported that an important cablegram 
was received by Sefior Arias from an official 
of the United States government, advising 
him to resign, but the members of the Pan- 
aman government refuse to confirm or deny 
this report. 

Confers with Obaldiay 

Friday evening Sefior Arias requested 
Sefior Obaldia to meet him to discuss the 
question of the presidency. Twoconferenées 
were held, at the first of which Arias. pro- 
posed that both he and Sefior Obaldia resign 
and agree on a third candidate. This Sefior 
Obaldia refused to do. 

Later Sefior Arias agreed to hand in his 
resignation unconditionally, giving as his 
reason a patrotic desire to prevent the mili- 
tary occupation of the lethmus by the United 
States, which he considers would be a death 
blow to the republic, and also to enable the 
establishment of a unjon of political parties, 
which he believed is the only means to solve 
the problem of Panama's external e 8. 


FLEET READY TO SAIL TUESDAY. 


Sixteen Battleships Spic Spick and Span for 
Voyage to Honolulu on*Cruise 
Around the World. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 5.—Fresh from 
dry docks, with bunkers full of coal and 
magazines filled with ammunition, newly 
painted, and looking as spick and span as 
the day they left Hampton Roads, the sixtéen 
battleships of the Atlantic fleet are riding at 
anchor today in the harbor, ready to gail 
next Tuesday for Honolulu on the second half 
of the long cruise around the world.

United Company to Substitute 
Rags and Paper for Straw 
in Manufacture. 


NEW MACHINERY NEEDED 


$1,000,000 Is Declared Pledged 
with Which to Pay Debts and 
Rehabilitate Plants. | 


Plans for reopening and operating a num- 
ber of plants of the United Straw Board 
company, now closed by injunctions, or on 
account of inability to eperate at a profit, 
were completed yesterday by Sidney Mitch- 
ell. president and co-receivepy of the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Mitchell departed for New York%es- 
terday afternoon to push the work of mak- 
ing changes in the mills which will beneces- 
sary before they can resume aperations. 

Among the plants which will be reopened 
are those at Tiffin and Barberton, O., and 
Kokomo and Anderson, Ind. Others may be 
reopened after the new plan of operation 
is given a trial. 

In reopening the plants, the use of straw 
as raw material will be abandoned in most 
places, and chip board and néws board will 
be substituted for a straw board as a product. 


Rags to Substitute Straw. 

Chipboard and newsboard are made from 
rags and old paper, and require special ma- 
chinery. Their manufacture has not been 
attempted by the company because, accord- 
ing to President Mitchell, the company made 
money for a time on strawboard and after- 
ward had no funds to buy machinery to 
manufacture the hew product. 

With the $1,000,000, which officers of the 
company declare is pledgéd, there will be 
sufficient money to pay the debts and enough 
left to rehabilitate the mills. 

The new plan will permit of the opening of 
some mils which were stopped by munic- 
ipalities through injunction proceed hs. 
These injunctions were secured on the ground 
that the refuse from the strawboard works 
polluted the streams into which it was 
“dumped, and because of lack of funds there 
Was nothing to do but close the plants. 

According to estimates made by. W. C. 
Staley, chief engineer of the company, the 
opening of these four mills will mean an 
increase of nearly $200,000 per year in the 
profits of the company. This estimate is based 
upon the hypothesis that the companies 
run full time, which is more or less prob- 
lematical on account of the small demand 
for boxboard at the present time. Under 
the best conditions the mills will turn out 150 
tons of chip and news board a day, ata 
profit of about $4 per ton * present market 
quotations.

SALE PRICE LEVEL HIGHEST 
AT ANY TIME IN 18 YEARS. 


Bureau of Labor Submits Figures as to 
Economic Situation for 1907—Effect 
of Money Stringency Reflected. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Sale prices 
reached a higher level last year than at any 
time for the last eighteen years, the high 
points being reached in October, with the 
average for the entire year 25 per cent above 
the average for theten years from 1800 to 
1900. These facts are gleaned from a report 
just issued by the bureau of labor of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, containing 
much data in connection. with the conomic 
situation for the year 1907 in this country. 

In compiling its statistics, the bureau of 
labor ditides the 258 commodities of which 
a record is kept into nine groups, of which 
farm produce showed the highest increase at- 
tained by any of the groups during the last 
eighteen years. All nine groups, farm prod- 
ucts, food, etc., cloth and clothing, fuel and 
lighting, metals and implements, lumber and 
building materials, drugs* and chemicals, 
house furnishing goods, and miscellaneous, 
showed an increase for 1907. 

The effect of the money stringency in the 
latter part of the last year is reflected in the 
decrease recorded in all commodities during 
November and December, the average price 
showing a decrease of 3.5 per cent below 
October. Of the 268 articles for which whole- 
sale prices were reported, 172 showed an in- 
crease in the average prices for 1907, as com- 
pared with 1906; thirty-five showed no 
change, and fifty-one showed a decrease.

Harvest impeding rains in important sec- 
tions of the west and southwest served as a 
strong card in the hands of wheat bulle last 
week, early easinesa being followed by a 
brisk upturn in values. As in the preceding 
week trade was nervous, although confined 
almost entirely to professional circles, with 
sentiment mixed. Deliveries on July con- 
tracts went into strong hands,-tending to 
strengthen the general position of the mar- 
ket. The best showings of the period were 
not fully maintained, realizing by scattered 
longs taking the edge off of prices. Final 
prices on Friday represented net gains of 2c 
tor September, 14%@l%c for new December, 
and ze for old December. 


Rains Delay Marketings. 

The rains led the trade to expect delay in 
the marketing of new grain besides threaten- 
ing the quality of the wheat. The week 
brought forth a mass of disappointing 
thrashing returns, some of which were sen- 
sationally bullish. Prominent investigators 
noted market deterioration during June, par- 
ticularly in southern Illinois and Indiana. 
The statistical position continues bullish, 
the visible supply showing more than 31,009, - 
000 bu under the total of last year at this 
time, the supplies on ocean passage being 
almost 10,000,000 bu less than the total afloat 
a year ago. 


‘Weather Dominating Factor. 


“The weather is the dominating influence 
on wheat at this time,” said a trader, and 
it will serve as a leading factor until all the 
grain is harvested. The position of the mar- 
ket appears to be stronger than it has been 
for some time. Warmers are not disposed to 
sell new wheat freely at the prevailing prices. 
The foreign situation does not show much 
change. There have been nibblings by Euro- 
peans for American wheat, but the sales have 
not been large enough to lend the market 
much of a tonic. Supplies at all the leading 
foreign centers are far from burdensome, and 
I look for a big improvement in the demand 
from abroad in the near future. The domestic 
cash situation is not as strong as it appar- 
ently should be, but millers are buying only 
in a hand to mouth manner, awaiting the 
movement of new wheat. Thecrop situation 
in the domestic and Canadi northwest is 
all that can be desired, according to reliable 
and conservative men on the spot. A bumper 
yield of spring wheat is in sight, a continua- 
tion of the present fine weather being all that 
is necessary to the certainty of a big outturn, 
unless, of course, rust develops. The out- 
side speculative element is doing little in the 
market, and I do not expect much of an im- 
provement in this class of business unt!)

posed, be entitled to a trial by jury 
as to the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused. In no case should a penalty or 
punishment be imposed for contempt 
until an opportunity to be heard is 
given. 

This win be preceded by a provision 
providing for the continuance of the pres- 
ent practice of issuing temporary restrain- 
ing orders without notice when imminent 
danger to property is threatened, but re- 
quiring that all such writs shall be re-

ty. These will be inserted as Mr. Bryan 
desires. 

Nor was there very much criticism of 
the way in which the tariff and the trusts 
were treated. But there was grave differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to the anti-in- 
junction plank, physical valuation of rail- 
roads and the currency. Mr. Bryan's in- 
dividual’ opinion on the subject was ex- 
pressed in the Nebraska state atform, 
but it is understood he does not want the 
national Democratic party to go to the 
length of the Nebraska state organization 
so far as the anti-injunction feature of 
the platform is concerned. 

Bryan Playing Politics? 

The Bryan draft of the platform is said 
to be more conservative than génerally 
has been believed to be possible. A man 
who visited Lincoln yesterday said that 
all Mr. Bryan proposed was that the 
present practice in the matter of issuing 
writs of injunction should be confirmed, 
such writs to be returnable within from 
three to five days.

“Mr. Bryan further asserts, with all 
solemnity, that his opposition to ine for 
national. committeeman was the first in- 
stance of any interference on is part in 
local or state politics. ‘I believe,’ he de- 
clared, ‘that the people of each commun- 
ity know better what they want done 
than any outside person can knew.’ 
Therefore, he virtuously observes, he has 
‘abstained scrupulously from taking rart 
in these controversies.” What was he 
doing in Kentucky during the last cam- 
paign for senator? How does he, or can 
he explain his opposition to Mr. McGraw 
in West Virginia or his appeals io Demo- 
crats in Indiana to defeat Mr. ‘Sagvart. 
Did he or did he not try to humiliate 
Roger Sullivan and drive him off <zhe 
cocmittee? Did he or did he not write 
this letter to his friend, Judge O. P. 
Thompson of Illinois, on July 17, 1906: 

Mr. Sullivan's press we on the com- 
mittee contradicts ail that. we can sav in 
the party’s oehalf. IIIS corporgte con- 
nections would harm the party far be- 
‘yond his power to aid the organization, 
‘but this could be left to some future cor- 
‘vention to deal with If he were actually 
the choice of the Democrats of Illinois. 
The fact, however, that he ho'ds his or- 
fice by fraud and egainst the cxprersed 
Wishes of the state convention makes it 
impossible for honest Democrats to as- 
sociate with him as member ef the com- 
mittee. If he refuses to resign and thus 
Puts his amo'ttion or his business before 
the party’s su *cess, the sooner he is 
jected from the committee the better.’ 


Asks “Is This Abstention?’’ 


“What kind of serupülous abstention’

“How can we account for this abrupt 
change from brutal assault to smirking 
palaver?

Does he turn his vituperation against 
me because I am a boss? Not at all. I 
am.no more of a boss now than I was 
during the two campaigns when I won 
his approbation by trying to elect him. 
The only boss he hates is the boss op- 
posed to his own arrogant self—the most 
impudent, domineering, devastating boss 
the Democratic party has ever known. 


Guffey’s Fatal Affiliations. 

“But there is another reason. I am 
connected with corporations. WI, I 
am. I was in 1896 and 1900, and am 
today. But I have not a dollar in any 
company which is not an incorporation 
of my own private business, and which 
I absolutely control. That, however, 
makes no difference. I am a ‘co a- 
tion man.’ Like Mr. Sullivan in Fes 
when opposed to Mr. Bryan, I ant un- 
‘worthy of association: with the one living 
‘honest democrat.’ My counsel and my 
help are no longer desired. It was not 
always 80. ; = 
In 1896 and 1900 the late Senator 
Jones many times declared there were 
just three men on whom he never called 
in vain for financial aid. One was the 
late Marcus Daly, another was William 
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Through his friend and manager, Mr. 
Bryap not only accepted gratefully, but 
beseechingly sought our aid, and we 
gave freely thousands and thousands of 
dollars. Mr. Bryan knew then and 
knows now that I was as much of a 
corporation man in 1896 and 1900 as I 
am in 1908, but did he ‘scriiple abste- 
miously’ to use our money to help his 
canvass? Let him answer at his leisure. 
And what 7ollowed? 

“After his defeat, Mr. Hearst became 
his patron and paid him thousands of 
dollars, only to be turned upon with 
out a qualm, though now, when again a 
candidate, Mr. ‘Bryan fawns upon him 
in the hope of gaining his Support. I 
reap my reward in a vicious, brutal at- 
tack from a man who professed to be 
my friend. 

“Mr. Daly died soon enough not to feel 
the ingratitude of one who accepts a 
man's assistance, and, at thé finst re- 
fusal to serve a selfish purpose spits in 
his face. 

“I have replied to Mr. Bryan’s vitupera- 
tive assault upon me with calmness and 
restraint. The use of expletives is clearly 
unnecessary. This simple recital of plain 
facts should be sufficient to enable any 
fair mind to determine with certainty at 
a time when harmony is the chief requl- 
site of party success, who is the self- 
convicted falsifier, who the ‘hypocrite, 
who the real and most arrogant ‘boss’ 
every known in the Democratic party, 
and who, I regret to add, the ingrate.’’ 


Bitterness Will Live, 

It will be observed that Colonel Guffey 
glides over the surface of a number of 
charges which were set forth in more de- 
tail in The Tribune’s advance description 
of the state and condition of the colonel's 
feelings toward the Nebraskan. 

The convention will not end the bitter- 
ness, no matter what be the outcome of 
the contest between the committeemen of 
the anti-Bryan states and the candidate. 
Some use of the charges which are not 
being pressed now is certain to be made 
later. 

They involve the receipt of campaign 
funds by Bryan managers from the men 
whom Bryan now is attacking. The Guf- 
fey statement touches on this when it

ocratic party was less objectionable than

Majority Stands by Guffey, 


In its possibilities, this stained glass 
war between the two New York colonels 
involves New York considerably and IIII- 
nois slightly. The majority on the com- 
mittee, which meets tomorrow to decide 
the contests for the permanent organiza- 
tion, will stick to Guffey to the end. 

Unless the absolutely unexpected hap- 
pens, the committee will seat the Guffey 
delegates in the Pennsylvania contest, 
which involves the Firgt, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and Thirtieth dis- 
tricts, fourteen delegates. 

With these delegates, the colonel, it is 
expected, will be re-elected tod the na- 
tional committee. His enemies will carry 
the contest to the credentials committee, 
where the seating of the Guffey delegates 
may be expected. The anti-Guffey men 
will take their contest to the convention, 
where, if the present indications be a 
safe guide for a prediction, the situation 
win be a duplication of the Sullivan ton- 
test four years ago at St. Louis, 

Bryan Cannot Retreat. 

Bryan has committed himself beyond re- 
call on the question of Guffev’s: retention 
on the national committee. He has much 
more at stake than he had four years 
ago, when he pleaded with the delegates 
to throw out the Sullivan delegates that 
Millard F. Dunlap might be elected to the 
national committee from Illinois,» 

Then he was not the candidate. This 
time he expects to be. Then he had no 
cause for persona] bitterness against Mr. 
Sullivan. This time he is involved in a 
personal controversy with Mr. Guffey. 

There is no way in wich Mr; Bryan 
can decline combat without loss of dig- 
nity. He has to put Guffey off the na- 
tional committee or lose a fight. In his 
opposition to the Pennsylvanian, he is 
arousing the half stifled fire of the na- 
tional committeemen from states which 
are controlled by anti-Bryan organiza- 
tions, but which have been going along 
with the program of nominating him: , 

It he puts Guffey off the committee, 
he has given these men additional cause 


Guffey, the enmity will be but little Jess. 
He will be given credit for the attempt. 

The Pensyivania committeeman counts 
upon forty-five of the sixty-eight dele- 
gates from that state. This estimate in- 
cludes the fourteen whose seats art con- 
tested. Without them he could count on 
only thirty-one delégates, and thirty-five 
are necessary to control. 

If the national committee, the creden- 
tials committee or the convention should 
unseat his delegates he would lose. If 
Bryan, losing in both committees, could 
control the convention and secure the re- 
jection of the report of the credentials 
committee in this particular he. could 
oust Guffey. 


Aati-Guffey Meeting. 

The anti-Guffey delegates held a confer- 
ence on the parlor floor at the Savoy ho- 
tel at night. 

James Kerr of Clearfield, who 16 Mr. 
Bryan’s candidate for national comittee- 
man of Pennsylvania in opposition to Mr. 
Guffey, presided at the caucus. 

Twenty-four delegates attended the 
meeting, and at its conclusion it was an- 
nounced that thirty-four had been ac- 
counted for who would vote for Mr. Kerr 
in opposition to Colonel Guffey. In addi- 
tion to these there were nine contested 
delegates whom the Kerr faction thought 
they could depend upon for several more 
votes. In any case, they figure they 


have half of the sixty-eight delegates for 


their candidate and that they probably 
can control a majority. They believe 
they will have forty-three votes. 

When. Colonel Guffey was informed of 
the cauc@®s in the Savoy hotel he said, 
with great dignity: 

“The caucus of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates will be held at thie hotel tomorrow 
at 11 o'clock. Further than that I have 
nothing to say.“ 

Another Fight on His Hands. 

When the Pennsylvania delegation ar- 
rived in the morning some of the anti- 
Guffey delegates said that they would re- 


‘fuse to go into caucus with the Guffey 


men if the contests were decided in favor 
of the committeeman, but would ignore 
it, allowing Mr. Guffey to re-elect him- 
self with the votes of his own faction, 
and afterward carrying their case to the 
convention. 

We are not going into caucus with 


Guffey,” said John Murphy, who is a 


perfectly good candidate for vice presi- 
dent. He claims to control this delega- 
tion, and maybe he does, but my predic- 


tion-is that he will not. We have never 


been able through our own efforts to get 
rid of Guffey, but this time Mr. Bryan's 
popularity in the state was so great that 


we were carried through by it. While

He didn’t secure much encouragement 
or find the national committeemen in a 
great hurry to give him audience. Gut- 
fey’s friends on the committee are en- 


Heavoring to line New York up solidly for 


him, with Charles Murphy opposing them 


| 80 far as he considers it advisable. 


Murphy has a small+sized suspicion that 
the same committeemen who are for Guf. 
fey are also for his own opponent, Patrick 
McCarren. Guffey’s friends in the New 
York delegation are not taking kindly to 
Murphy's tactics and ‘have threatened him 
with some otherwise avoidable trouble at 
home if he does. not see the beauty and 
wisdom of taking care of his own knitting. 

The pro-Guffeyites count on the assist- 
ance of such states as Michigan, Illinois, 
Iowa and New Tork in the North and on 
such states as South Garolina, North Car- 
olinn, Georgia and Texas in the South. 


Coler Says He Is Lobbyist. 


Some of the opposition to him is illus- 
trated in the talks of the distinctively 
Bryan men among the delegates. Of these 
Bird Coler of New York was not em- 
barrassed in saying what he thought of 
the Pennsylvanian, and it was about as 
follows: 

“Guffey is simply one of the profes- 
sional lobbyists who are here to make 
trouble. He ig no beiter than McCarren 
and others of that type, who continually 
seek to make trouble for he party and

These few re marks had an echo in what 
Senator Owen of Oklahoma had to say 
which was: 

De do not want the 
kind of politicians who plainly belong to 
the other side, who insinuate hemselves 
into the councils of the Democratic party 
only to prey on it. His money alwayz 
has allowed him to rule. We have had 
experience with this sort in Oklahéma and 
we simply served notice on them tbat 
they had to quit. The man who influ- 
ences delegates and ‘attains his ends 
after the Guffey fashion must get out of 
the party. 

What the Others Think. 

The statement made by Colonel Guffey 
was read with interest by several persons 
most directly interested in the contro- 
versy, but they preferred not to express 
any opinion. 

Roger C. Sullivan, whose controversy 
with Mr. Bryan was referred to at con-

over carefully. So did Thomas Taggart, 
chairman of the national committee.

Kerr Willing to ral. 

James Kerr, who is a candidate for the 
position of national committeeman of 
Pennsylvania in opposition to Colonel 
Guffey, was the only one who was will- 
ing to make comments on the statement. 

“This will not injure Mr. Bryan in the 
slightest degree,“ said he. Vt will make 
him friends, on the contrary. His friends 
will be proud that he has incurred vitu- 
peration from such a source in conse- 
quence of his standing up for what he 
considers his right. 

“Mr. Bryan declared his opposition to 
Mr. Guffey, not because he had money 
in corporations—I haye money in corpor- 
ations—several of us on the Pennsylvania 
delegation have money in corporations. 
Mr. Bryan is against Colonel Guffey be- 
cause Colonel Guffey was in a combina- 
tion to beat Mr. Bryan. 

“Colonel Guffey refers to Bryan as an 
ingrate. I happen to know that Mr. Guf- 
fey was placed on the nationai committee 
by Mr. Bryan, or rather Mr. Bryan used 
his influence in the interest of Colonel 
Guffey. 

“It. is true that Mr. Bryan was opposed 
to Mr. Sullitan dnd deblared himself to 
that effect, but he had a right to do so, 
as a private-citizen and as a delegate. 
Mr. Bryan has not made any trade with

Governor Haskell’s Summing Up.

Gray is still first choice for the vice 
presidency, but owing to the surly way in 
which he is apparently treating his won- 
derful chances in regard to obtaining that 
office. his movement will have to be from 
now on one of the on-to-victory sort, 
which, if it wins at all, rides roughshod 
over refusals and declinations, no matter 
how cleverly and rockribbed they may be

Gaynor Clear Out of It.

Whatever he does will be done temper- 
ately, moderately and without the blare of 
trumpets. He will do no harm to Mr. 
Bryan's program, although he will give a 
fair presentation of the conservative 
point of view. 


Submission Brings Harmony. 

The result is that an anti-injunction 
plank is likely to be adopted, followirg 
pretty closely along the lines of that writ- 
ten by Mr. Bryan himself for the Nebras- 
ka platform. It will be shaded down a 
little, and the modifications will be sien 
under the microscope, but the general 
principle will not de yielded, and the har- 
mony ot the Denver convention will in 
this regard, as in every other, consist in 
complete submission to the mind of the 
master. | 

Mr. Bryan expects to make the insur- 
ance of bank deposits the leading issue of 
the coming campaign.

Heflin is tall and 
fine looking, a typical Southerner. As 
a candidate for delegate-at-large a lit- 
tle after the shooting he led the ticket, 
and the people all said that it was be- 
cause he had shot the colored man. 

The twenty-two delegates of Alabama 
are not interested in the platform ex- 
cept to oppose strongly any prohibi- 
tion plank. The state has gone pro- 
hibition, and there won't be any liquor 
sold there legally after next January. 
“Mobile,” said Delegate George J. Sul- 
livan, “has seceded from the rest ot 
the state and will continue to sell wet 
goods.

MITCHELL HERE; HE WAITS 
Labor Man Pash Rr. Seeks 
Vice Presidency. 


BUT FRIENDS HAVE HOPE 


Think Statement Shows He Is in Re- 
ceptive Frame of Mind. 


John Mitchell, the labor leader, who 
is considering the idea of devoting hie 
entire time to conducting the work of 
the trade agreement division of the Na- 
tional Civic federation, which he al- 
ready heads, arrived in Denver yester- 
day afternoon in company with Samuel 
Gompers. 

Mr. Mitchell had this to say about 
his possible selection as Democratic 
vice presidential candidate:

FIGHTS PLANK OF LABOR 


Secretary of Illinois Manufacturers 
to Go Before Resolutions 
Body. 


John M. Glenn, secretary of the TIill- 
nois Manufacturers’ association. arrived 
in Denver tonight to employ his efforts 


against any planks in the platform that 
would be detrimental to the interests of 
the manufacturing industries. of the 
United States, and Illinois in particular. 

„J am here,“ said Mr. Glenn, not in 
the interest of any plank in the plat- 
form, but to protect as far as possible, 
the interests of the manufacturers and 
other industrial enterprises, upon which 
the prosperity of this country depends 
to so large an extent. I refer in par- 
ticular to anti-injunction legislation. 

“I am not going to promise the Demo- 
cratic party any votes in imitation of the 
labor interests who are promising what 
they cannot fulfill, but I shall use the 
argument that if the Democratic party 
wants to get votes from business men 
and manufacturers, they will do well 
to let the laws alone. 

“My opinion is that the great mass of
